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A  Retrospect  of  1919 


OUTSTANDING    EVENTS    OF    THE    PAST    YEAR. 


The  year  that  closed  yesterday  cannot  be 
classed  as  a  prosperous  one  in  the  trades  we 
represent,  for  although  at  its  opening,  after 
the  close  of  hostilities,  great  things  were  pre- 
dicted as  to  the  wonderful  trade  boom  that 
would  take  place,  yet  that  boom,  so  far  as 
the  allied  trades  were  concerned,  failed  to 
materialise.  Instead  we  have  had  disturbing 
elements  that  distracted  the  industrial  and 
business  world  and  made  trade  unsettled. 
The  printing  trade  has  not  escaped,  and  the 
year  has  been  one  of  demands  on  the  part  of 
labour  and  concession  after  concession  by 
employers.  The  great  advance  in  the  prices 
of  materials  used  also  had  an  adverse  effect  on 
those  compelled  to  purchase,  although  doubt- 
less many  sellers  made  excellent  profits.  All 
this  has  tended  to  enhance  the  price  of  print- 
ing to  the  consumer,  with  the  result  that 
orders  have  in  very  many  cases  been  cut 
down  to  an  alarming  extent. 

Co-operation  and  Standardisation. 

The  idea  of  cooperative  buying  for  printers 
has  been  before  the  trade  and  has  been  ap- 
proved at  meetings  of  master  printers,  Mr.  A. 
Bennett  (James  Truscott  and  Sons,  Ltd.)  being 
a  pioneer  of  the  movement  and  addressing 
several  gatherings  at  which  the  co-operative 
principle  was  discussed  and  approved,  the 
general  opinion  being  that  a  system  of  co- 
operative buying  would  be  of  great  value. 

The  question  of  the  standardisation  of  paper 
sizes  and  weights  has  been  before  the  trade, 
and  it  is  likely  that  in  the  near  future  some 
practical  scheme  will  be  brought  forward  that 
will  do  away  with  the  many  sizes  and  weights 


that  now  prevail  to  the  worry  and  confusion 
of  the  printer.  The  standardisation  of 
coloured  inks,  too,  has  been  mentioned  and 
discussed. 

In  accordance  with  a  Board  of  Trade  an- 
nouncement the  paper  import  restrictions 
were  finally  removed  on  August  29th  and  the 
Paper  Import  Restriction  Department  at 
Buckingham-gate  was  closed  on  September 
6th,  thereby  removing  one  source  of  worry 
from  printers  to  which  they  had  been  sub- 
jected during  the  war. 

After  an  existence  extending  over  twenty 
years  the  Institute  of  Printing  and  Kindred 
Trades  was  dissolved,  greatly  to  the  regret  of 
many  of  its  members. 

The  riasler  Printers. 

Throughout  the  country  the  year  has  been 
a  somewhat  difficult  one  for  the  employing 
printer.  The  frequent  demands  for  increased 
wages  have  unsettled  the  trade  to  a  consider- 
able extent.  The  London  Master  Printers' 
Association  has  done  much  good  work,  and 
metropolitan  printers  are  now  well  organised 
by  means  of  the  district  associations. 

The  Federation  of  Master  Printers  has  not 
been  idle,  and  amongst  the  forward  steps 
taken  has  been  the  formation  of  "  Alliances  " 
of  master  printers  for  different  provincial  dis- 
tricts under  a  scheme  drawn  up  by  General 
W.  Wright  Bemrose.  The  alliances  deal  with 
purely  local  matters,  leaving  national  and 
general  questions  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Federation  Council.  Another  important  de- 
parture during  the  year  was  the  adoption  of 
the  National  Wages  Agreement,  by  which  it 
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is  hoped  to  bring  more  stability  into  printing 
trade  conditions. 

Labour  Matters. 
A  feature  of  the  year  was  the  industrial  dis- 
content with  hours  of  labour  and  rates  of 
nd  demand  after  demand  has  been 
the  order  of  the  day  in  the  printing  and  allied 
trades.  In  the  early  months  ol  the  yeai  .1 
demand  for  a  forty-eight  hour  week  for  all 
departments  of  the  trade,  payment  for  all 
bank  holidays,  and  a  week's  holiday  with  pay, 
was  made,  and  an  agreement  was  arrived  at, 
after  much  discussion,  the  demands  of  the  men 
being  practically  granted,  the  agreement 
coming  into  force  on  March  3rd.  In  the  same 
month  a  new  agreement  as  to  overtime  rates 
for  the  members  of  the  London  Machine 
Managers'  Trade  Society  came  into  operation, 
by  which  these  rates  were  considerably  in- 
creased. In  May  a  demand  by  the  federated 
London  Unions  for  an  increase  of  7s.  6d.  per 
week  was  made,  and  a  compromise  was 
effected  by  granting  an  increase  of  5s.  to  men 
and  3s.  to  women,  the  new  rates  taking  effect 
on  the  first  pay  day  in  June.  In  the  same 
month  an  agreement  was  ratified  between  the 
Federation  of  Master  Printers,  the  organisa- 
tions representing  newspaper  interests,  and 
the  Typographical  Association,  which  pro- 
vided for  the  grading  of  towns  and  districts 
and  the  fixing  of  wages  for  the  same.  Sub- 
stantial increases  in  wages  were  at  the  same 
time  made,  and  linotype  and  monotype 
operators  participated  in  the  general  advance. 
August  saw  a  new  London  agreement  as  to 
overtime  and  night  work,  and  in  October  the 
London  Printing  and  Kindred  Trades  Federa- 
tion made  another  demand  for  an  increase  of 
15s.  per  week.  Strong  opposition  was  mani- 
fested by  the  London  Master  Printers' Associa- 
tion, and,  as  in  the  case  of  the  country  de- 
mand, it  looked  like  resorting  to  the  strike  or 
lock-out.  But  after  several  meetings  and  con- 
ferences a  settlement  was  arrived  at,  and  an 
advance  of  7s.  6d.  for  men,  3s.  6d.  for  women, 
and  is.  Qd.  for  juniors  was  agreed  to.  A  settle- 
ment was  also  effected  in  the  matter  of  the 
demand  for  an  advance  of  10s.  per  week  made 
by  the  Typographical  Association,  and  at  a 
conference  at  the  offices  of  the  Federation  of 
Master  Printers,  in  London,  it  was  agreed  to 
give  an  inciease  of  6s.  per  week  and  an  addi- 
tional increase  of  is.  6d.  per  week  on  the  first 
pay  day  in  January.  It  is  understood  that  no 
further  demand  will  be  made  by  the  T.A. 
within  six  months  from  January  1st,  if  condi- 
tions remain  normal.  In  August  the  Scottish 
Alliance  of  Employers  were  presented  with  a 
demand  from  the  Scottish  Typographical 
Association  for  an  advance  of  :6s.  per  week 
to  all  male  workers,  female  workers  doing  the 
same  class  of  work  as  males  (such  as  female 
compositors),  and  apprentices  of  21  years  of 
age  and  over,  and  for  an  increase  of  8s.  per 
week  to  apprentices  under  21  years  of  age. 
Many  conferences  were  held  with  no  result, 
but,  finally,  after  much  negotiation,  the  men 
decided  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  employers 
of  7s.  per  week  to  all  male  workers  and  to 
women  doing  the  same  work  as  men.  This 
advance  applies  to  all  branches  of  the  trade 


in  Scotland.  In  Ireland  wages  have  been  in- 
creased considerably  in  the  various  towns,  but 
unfortunately  a  demand  for  an  advance  in 
Dublin  developed  into  a  strike  that  lasted  for 
several  weeks.  The  men  eventually  resumed 
work  at  the  old  wages,  the  demand  for  an 
advance  to  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  and 
each  man  to  get  a  week's  holiday  per  year,  or 
a  week's  wages  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  P.  n.  and  0.  A. 

The  work  of  the  Printers'  Managers  and 
Overseers  Association  has  been  carried  on 
with  energy  and  enthusiasm,  and  the  meet- 
ings have  proved  interesting  and  profitable 
to  the  members.  For  the  first  time  the  annual 
meeting  of  delegates  from  the  various  centres 
of  the  Association  was  held  in  London,  at  the 
Cannon-street  Hotel.  A  feature  of  the  pro- 
ceedings was  the  presentation  to  the  general 
secretary,  Mr.  E.  C.  Moyce,  of  a  suitably  in- 
scribed gold  watch  and  chain  and  a  sum  of 
money,  in  recognition  of  his  great  services  to 
the  Association  during  the  past  twenty  one 
years  In  July,  a  new  branch  of  the  Associa- 
tion, for  the  West  of  England,  was  inaugur- 
ated at  Bristol.  The  annual  report  in  June 
showed  the  total  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  be  1,071,  the  Parent  Association  taking 
the  lead  with  624  members,  followed  by  Man- 
chester and  Yorkshire  with  75  each.  The 
finances,  too,  were  shown  to  be  in  a  satisfac- 
tory position,  the  capital  account  standing  at 
£2,508,  an  increase  of  £388  on  the  assets  of  the 
year.  Mr.  E.  C.  Moyce  having  resigned  the 
position  of  general  secretary,  he  was  succeeded 
in  that  office  by  Mr.  G.  Phillips,  who  has  lately 
resigned  office  on  account  of  pressure  of  work. 
Unfortunately,  Mr.  Moyce,  in  October,  had  a 
serious  illness,  and  was  operated  on  at  St. 
Bartholomew's  Hospital,  where  he  lay  for 
some  time  in  a  very  grave  condition.  After 
his  return  home,  however,  he  failed  to  recover, 
and  passed  away  in  November,  in  his  58th 
year. 

The  Bookbinders'  Overseers. 

The  Printing,  Bookbinding  and  Kindred 
Trades  Overseers'  Association  has  prospered 
during  the  past  twelve  months.  At  the  Feb- 
ruary meeting  Mr.  A.  J.  Daines  was  elected 
president  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Hunt  vice-president ; 
Mr.  G.  A.  Eden  took  the  position  of  general 
secretary,  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Aves  was  elected 
financial  secretary. 

Technical  Education. 

In  London  the  various  technical  classes  for 
printers  have  during  the  year  been  devoted  to 
the  educating  of  the  students  for  the  serious 
business  of  earning  their  living  at  their 
selected  trades  and  becoming  thoughtful  and 
energetic  workers.  Amongst  the  London 
centres  of  education  whose  work  has  been 
from  time  to  time  noticed  in  our  columns,  the 
St.  Bride  Institute  takes  first  place  as  a  teach- 
ing institution.  Its  facilities  have  been  in- 
creased and  its  teaching  staff  considerably 
augmented  by  the  appointment  of  men  of 
wide  practical  experience  in  some  of  the  best 
offices  in  the  kingdom.  Under  the  supervision 
of  the  principal,  Mr.  J.  R.  Riddell,  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Institute  should  be  assured,  and 
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its  high  reputation  for  practical  training  in 
the  various  branches  of  the  allied  trades  still 
further  enhanced.  The  classes  for  composi- 
tors, machine-minders,  lithographers  and 
bookbinders  at  the  L.C.C.  Schools  of  Arts 
and  Crafts  in  London  are  also  doing 
good  work,  with  both  day  and  evening 
classes.  The  Camberwell  classes  are  noted 
for  the  thorough  teaching  given,  and  may  be 
looked  upon  as  supplementary  to  the  teaching 
in  the  workshop.  The  printing  classes  at  the 
Borough  Polytechnic  were,  after  a  career  of 
twenty-six  years,  closed  at  the  end  of  the  last 
session,  and  many  will  regret  this,  as  the 
school  was  extremely  handy  for  students  resi- 
dent in  South  London.  The  Manchester  Muni- 
cipal College  of  Technology  has  made  ample 
provision  for  the  practical  training  of  students 
in  typography,  machine  and  press  work,  litho- 
graphy, lithographic  printing,  commercial 
bookbinding  and  photomechanical  processes, 
while  there  are  also  classes  dealing  with 
organisation  and  costing,  printing  technics, 
estimating  for  printers'  clerks,  mechanism 
of  composing  machines  and  composition. 
Special  day  classes  are  held  for  typography 
and  machine  work,  lithography,  process  en- 
graving and  photo-lithography,  including  an 
advanced  class  in  offset  printing.  In  fact,  no 
branch  of  the  trades  has  been  overlooked  at 
this  excellent  and  well-equipped  centre  of 
education,  the  printing  section  of  which  is 
under  the  control  of  Mr.  R.  B.  Fishenden. 
Leeds,  Birmingham,  Glasgow,  Edinburgh, 
Belfast  and  other  cities  also  possess  good 
technical  schools  for  printers  which  are  being 
carried  on  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
students  attending  them. 

The  Trade  Charities. 

The  chief  institution  for  the  benefit  of  the 
decayed  members  of  the  trade  is  the  Printers' 
Pension,  Almshouse  and  Orphan  Asylum  Cor- 
poration, and  this  organisation  has  carried  on 
its  good  work  during  the  past  twelve  months 
in  an  excellent  manner.  At  the  annual 
dinner  the  subscriptions  amounted  to  £25,188, 
which  was  the  largest  sum  ever  collected  for 
the  Corporation. 

The  Bookbinders'  Pension  and  Asylum 
Society  and  the  Vellum  Binders  and  Machine 
Rulers'  Pension  Society  have  also  done  good 
service  to  their  needy  members,  and  have  re- 
ceived the  support  of  the  members  of  the 
trades  they  represent. 

The  Lloyd  Memorial  Home  at  Deal,  and  the 
Caxton  Convalescent  Home  at  Limpsfield 
have  both  carried  out  excellent  work  in  the 
treatment  and  care  of  convalescents. 

The  Printers'  Medical  Aid  and  Sanatoria 
Association  continues  to  make  steady  pro- 
gress in  its  useful  work,  and  has  entered  into 
new  premises  at  30,  Fleet-street. 

A  scheme  has  just  been  inaugurated  with 
the  object  of  providing  funds  to  erect  a 
memorial  home  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
those  members  of  the  National  Society  of 
Operative  Printers  and  Assistants  who  fell  in 
the  war.  This  is  intended  to  include  a  sana- 
torium to  fight  the  scourge  of  consumption,  a 
convalescent  home  and  a  home  foraged  mem- 
bers and  their  wives.    A  considerable  amount 


has  already  been  subscribed  and  the  success 
of  the  scheme  seems  assured. 

New  Inventions. 

It  could  scarcely  be  expected  that  the  first 
twelve  months  after  the  nation's  emerging 
from  a  great  war  would  be  prolific  in  new 
inventions  in  the  way  of  machinery  and  ap- 
pliances. Now  that  hostilities  have  been 
over  for  some  time  things  are  gradually 
getting  back  to  normal.  Perhaps  the  most 
important  machine  of  the  year  is  the  new 
Display  Linotype,  an  appliance  which  repre- 
sents an  advance  second  only  in  importance 
to  that  of  the  original  Linotype.  With  this 
appliance  display  composition  is  placed  on  a 
straight-matter  basis,  and  body  sizes  up  to 
36-point  may  be  cast,  18  and  24-point  faces 
and  30-point  faces  may  be  run,  and  the  change 
from  one  to  the  other  is  made  in  less  than 
30  seconds.  Several  new  machines  for  ex- 
pediting the  work  of  the  printer  have  got  as 
far  as  the  patented  stage,  but  are  not  yet  ready 
for  sale  to  the  trade. 

Business  Changes. 

Among  the  changes  that  have  taken  place 
in  business  firms  in  the  allied  trades  we  note 
the  following  : — The  printing  ink  business  of 
Messrs.  Morris  and  Bolton  has  been  amal- 
gamated with  that  of  Messrs.  Ch.  Lorilleux 
and  Co.  (England)  and  is  now  carried  on 
under  the  style  of  Lorilleux  and  Bolton,  Ltd., 
at  17,  Took's-court,  E.C.  Mr.  E.  S.  Lendrum 
has  purchased  the  goodwill  of  the  home  and 
export  departments  of  Messrs.  Edward  Lloyd, 
Ltd.,  and  while  the  existing  offices  of  Messrs. 
Lendrum,  Ltd.,  will  still  be  continued  the 
new  branch  will  be  carried  on  from  2-4,  St. 
Paul's  -  churchyard.  Messrs.  Langley  and 
Sons,  Ltd.,  of  the  Euston  Press,  have  acquired 
the  goodwill  and  a  portion  of  the  plant 
of  the  old-established  business  of  music 
printing  carried  on  by  Messrs.  Kenny  and  Co. 
at  Camden-road,  and  have  transferred  it  to 
the  Euston  Press.  The  publishing  house  of 
Messrs.  W.  H.  Allen  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  been 
transferred  to  Messrs.  Sampson,  Low,  Mar- 
ston  and  Co.  The  extensive  works  of  the 
well-known  firm  of  Messrs.  Taylor,  Garnett, 
Evans,  Ltd.,  at  South  Reddish,  have  been 
purchased  by  the  Co-Operative  Wholesale 
Society.  This  change  followed  on  the  recent 
deaths  of  Mr.  John  Edward  Taylor  Allen,  the 
managing  director,  and  Mr.  Mark  Smith,  the 
well-known  inventor  of  printing  and  other 
machinery.  The  goodwill  of  the  business  has 
been  acquired  by  Messrs.  Hudson  and  Kearns 
of  London.  Mr.  John  Walsh,  the  manager  of 
the  book  and  periodical  department  of  Messrs. 
Spottiswoode,  Ballantyne  and  Co.,  has  re- 
tired after  68  year's  service.  Several  removals 
have  taken  place,  and  we  may  note  that 
Messrs.  Smyth-Horne,  Ltd.,  have  gone  from 
19,  Cursitor-street,  to  more  commodious  pre- 
mises at  Baldwin's-place,  Gray's-  inn-road,  E.C. 

In  closing  this  brief  review  of  the  past  year, 
may  we  be  allowed  to  hope  that  1920  may  be 
a  more  prosperous  period  than  1919  in  the 
various  branches  of  the  allied  trades,  and 
that  it  may  result  in  good  profits  with  satis- 
factory balance  sheets.  In  this  hope  we  wish 
all  our  readers

An  excellent  smoking  concert  was  held  at 
the  Cannon-street  Hotel  on  Monday,  in  aid 
of  the  Printers'  Pension  Corporation,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Electrotypers'  and  Stereo- 
types'Auxiliary. 

Mr.  John  Fry,  of  Fry's  Metal  Foundry,  was 
in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  many 
members  of  the  printing  craft,  including 
Messrs.  W.  C.  Warren  (general  secretary,  S. 
and  E.  Union),  Joseph  Mortimer  (secretary, 
Printers'  Pension  Corporation),  T.  E.  Naylor 
(secretary,  London  Society  of  Compositors), 
G.  W.  Sharvell  (treasurer,  Stereotypes'  and 
Electrotypers'  Auxiliary),  Chadwell,  and 
H.  F.  Parker  (hon.  general  secretary, 
P.A.T.S.A.).  The  hall  was  well  filled.  The 
"  Roosters' Concert  Party  "  (late  of  the  60th 
Division)  supplied  the  bulk  of  the  musical 
items,  whilst  an  artistically  sung  duet  from 
Mrs.  Nancy  Fry  and  Denee  Uantra  was  much 
appreciated. 

Mr.  Sharvell,  the  treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary, 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Mrs.  Fry,  and  stated  that  £600  had  been 
realised  as  the  result  of  Mr.  Fry's  appeal— a 
total  which  beat  all  records  for  similar  collec- 
tions. Of  this  sum,  £500  would  establish  a 
new  pension,  which  would  be  known  as  "The 
Stereotypes'  and  Electrotypers'  (Fryotype) 
Pension  No.  4,"  whilst  the  remaining  £100 
would  be  allocated  to  the  orphans  of  the 
printers  who  fell  in  the  great  war.  A  large 
proportion  of  this  amount  was  collected  in 
the  form  of  dross,  a  unique  scheme  which  Mr. 
John  Fry  instituted. 

Mr.  VV.  C.  Warren,  in  seconding  the  vote, 
announced  that  the  Council  of  the  Printers' 
Pension  Corporation  had  decided  to  increase 
the  pensions  by  50  per  cent. 

In  replying,  Mr.  John  Fry,  who  was  enthu- 
siastically greeted,  stated  that  the  whole  of 
the  subscriptions  were  raised  from  the  print- 
ing trade  itself,  all  branches  of  the  trade 
having  supported  him  generously.  About  25 
per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  received  was 
from  the  provinces,  divided  as  follows  :  —  Eng- 
land, £ijo;  Scotland,  £10;  Wales,  £2  ;  Ire- 
land, £2.  The  balance  of  £450  was  subscribed 
by  the  London  printers.

A  high  power  electric  light  bulb 
is  fitted  with  a  cup  shaped  opaque  reflector, 
the  inside  of  which  is  painted  a  silver-grey 
colour,  and  throws  the  light  against  a  screen 
shaped  like  a  parasol.  The  screen  is  lined 
with  small  patches  of  colours,  arranged  ac- 
cording to  a  formula  worked  out  by  Mr. 
Sheringham.  The  light  thrown  down  from 
the  screen  shows  colours  almost  as  well  as  in 
full  daylight.  The  new  light  was  predicted 
to  be  of  enormous  commercial  use.

Are  high  Prices   the  Cause? 

There  seems  to  be  a  decided  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  New  Year  calendars  to  be  seen 
about  at  the  present  time.  The  position  is 
unfavourable  even  in  comparison  with  war 
time.  Complaint  is  made  that  there  are  no 
artistic  calendars,  but,  in  fact,  calendars  of 
any  kind  are  scarce.  The  same  applies  to 
Christmas  cards.  It  is  pretty  obvious  that  the 
custom  is  now  almost  more  honoured  in  the 
breach  than  in  the  observance.  One  wonders 
whether  the  cost  of  production  has  anything 
to  do  with  the  decline.  That  is  most  likely 
the  case  in  regard  to  the  calendars,  although 
they  served  the  purpose  of  a  useful  advertise- 


ment. With  regard  to  Christmas  cards,  how. 
ever,  the  custom  was  waning  even  before  the 
war.  It  is  a  pity,  of  course  ;  but  perhaps  as 
the  country  becomes  more  settled  and  the 
fact  of  higher  prices  is  more  established  the 
excellent  practice  of  sending  the  season's 
greetings  in  the  form  of  a  neatly  printed  and 
artistic  card  will  revive. 

»  *  « 
State  Printing. 
There  appears  to  be  a  real  danger  in  the 
gradual  nationalisation  of  printing.  The 
Stationery  Office  has  been  steadily  spreading 
itself,  and  more  and  more  of  the  Government 
work  has  been  taken  over  by  that  department. 
Now  we  hear  that  an  important  contract 
which  formerly  provided  work  for  private 
firms  is  to  be  performed  by  the  Government 
printers.  This  fact  is  so  serious  that  it  be- 
hoves master  printers  to  give  the  matter  close 
attention.  Sir  G.  Rowland  Blades,  M.P.,  who 
is  aware  of  the  position,  ought  to  receive 
whole-hearted  backing  from  the  craft  if  any- 
thing is  to  be  done  to  check  the  tendency 
toward  the  nationalisation  of  printing. 
*  *  * 
Attractive  Paper  Lines. 
A  few  attractive  lines  have  passed  before 
our  notice  these  last  few  days.  Among 
other  things  varnishable  S.C.  has  been  offered 
at  6Jd.  per  lb.,  S.C.  litho  at  6£d.  per  lb.,  M.G. 
sulphite  at  £56  to  £60  per  ton.  As  a  contrast 
the  average  mill  price  for  making  orders  of 
S.C.  litho's  runs  about  7^d.  per  lb.  Certain 
mills  in  Lancashire,  which  had  been  making 
very  good  M.F.  printings  at  6d.  per  lb.,  have 
at  last  been  compelled  to  advance  their  price 
by  from  £d.  to  -Jd.  per  lb.  Similarly,  common 
banks,  which  a  few  months  ago  had  fallen  to 
7d.  per  lb.,  have  gone  back  stage  by  stage  to 
8£d.  per  lb.,  which  is  the  price  to-day. 
Against  this,  agents  are  now  asking  8£d.  to 
gd.  per  lb.  for  Swedish  banks.  It  is  interesting 
to  observe  that  English  tub-sized  water- 
marked bank  and  bond  papers  are  available 
at  iofd.  per  lb.  Prices  are  on  the  upward 
grade  for  all  the  E.S.  writing  and  printing 
papers,  and  the  turn  of  the  year  promises  to 
see  still  further  difficulties  for  the  paper 
buyer. 

*-        *        » 

Paper  Consumption. 

It  was  suggested  the  other  day  that  the 
paper  consumption  per  head  of  the  population 
in  this  country  was  less  than  in  the  United 
States.  The  normal  manufacture  of  paper  in 
the  United  Kingdom  is  estimated  to  be  some- 
thing like  30,000  tons  per  week,  or  over  1^ 
million  tons  a  year,  and  in  1913  we  imported 
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640,000  tons,  making  together  practically  2\ 
millions  of  tons.  From  this  figure,  however, 
we  have  to  take  away  180,000  tons,  which  in 
1913  represented  the  exports  of  paper  from  the 
United  Kingdom.  We  have,  then,  something 
like  2,000,000  tons  of  paper  consumed  every 
year  in  this  country,  so  that  on  the  population, 
say,  of  50,000,000,  the  consumption  per  head  is 
roughly  1  cwt.  per  annum.  In  America,  the 
consumption,  according  to  Mr.  W.  C.  Powers, 
is  124  lbs.  per  head.  There  would  thus  seem 
to  be  big  opportunities  for  developing  the  use 
of  paper  in  this  country.  At  the  present  time, 
of  course,  consumption  is  limited  by  the 
quantity  available,  and  also  by  prices,  but 
there  is  little  doubt  that  there  will  be  asteady 
growth  in  the  quantity  of  paper  coming  into 
use  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  standard  of 
civilisation  reached  by  a  people  is  marked  to 
a  certain  extent  by  the  amount  of  paper  they 
consume.  We  should  not,  therefore,  allow 
the  Americans  to  maintain  this  advantage 
over  us. 

*  *  * 
News=Print  Prices. 
The  world-demand  for  news-print  not  only 
continues  but  grows,  and  with  it  prices  are 
advancing.  It  may  be  said  that  there  is 
almost  a  scarcity  of  this  class  of  printing 
paper,  although  the  position  in  this  country 
does  not  appear  to  be  quite  so  acute  as  it  is 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  In  both 
areas,  however,  prices  are  on  the  rise.  We 
understand  that  the  minimum  prices  of  news- 
print in  this  country  are  now  as  follows  :  3|d. 
in  reels  and  3|d.  in  sheets.  This  is  an  increase 
of  ^d.  per  lb.  upon  the  minimum  figure  which 
previously  prevailed.  Of  course,  business 
has  been  done  at  higher  figures,  owing  to  the 
fact  thatsuppliesare  not  equal  to  the  demand 
In  America  news-print  has  been  selling  at 
over  seven  cents  a  lb.  The  International 
Paper  Co.,  however,  are  willing  to  enter  into 
contracts  for  next  year  with  the  price  for  the 
first  quarter  at  4.5odollars  per  cwt.,  f.o.b.  mill, 
and  we  understand  that  the  Canadian  price 
will  not  be  more  than  2^d.  f.o.b.  mill.  It  is 
stated  from  the  other  side  that  the  figure  in 
the  Dominion  will  reach  four  cents  and  for 
the  commodity  delivered  over  the  border  the 
quotation  may  be  four  and  a  half.  Prices  for 
Scandinavian  news-print  are  also  in  the 
ascendency,  the  latest  quotation  being  around 
575  kr.  for  reeled  news.  Americans  are  mak- 
ing big  efforts  to  meet  the  demand  which  has 
arisen,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  British  mills 
may  be  enabled  to  do  likewise.

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  L.M.P.A., 
held  on  the  18th  ult.,  was  an  important  one, 
and  aroused  much  interest  among  the  mem- 
bers attending.  Notable  features  were  the 
passing  of  a  resolution  making  members'  sub- 
scriptions in  future  take  the  form  of  a  levy  of 
^d.  in  the  £  on  wages  paid,  and  the  approving 
of  a  revised  set  of  rules,  among  which  one 
important  innovation  consists  in  the  provi- 
sion that  the  council  of  the  association,  in- 
stead of  being  elected  by  general  meeting,  is 
to  be  composed  chiefly  of  members  elected  by 
the  district  associations.  We  regret  that 
special  pressure  on  our  space  this  week  pre- 
cludes the  publishing  of  a  fuller  report,  for 
which,  however,  we  hope  to  find  room  in  our 
next  issue. 


Speaking  at  the  ordinary  general  meeting 
of  the  Amalgamated  Press,  Ltd.,  last  week, 
the  chairman  of  the  company,  Sir  George  A. 
Sutton,  Bart.,  mentioned  that  during  the  past 
financial  year  they  had  established  fifteen 
new  journals  and  magazines,  many  of  which 
they  had  every  reason  to  believe  would 
become  permanently  successful  properties. 
Among  their  journalistic  successes  he  men- 
tioned the  Children's  Newspaper,  the  only 
paper  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  the  Picture 
Show,  Playtime  and  "  Harmsworth's  New 
Atlas." 

The  capacity  of  the  business  and  the  energy 
of  the  staff,  he  said,  had  been  taxed  to  the 
utmost  to  produce  their  new  papers,  and  they 
were  now  embarking  upon  the  erection  of  an 
entirely  new  printing  works,  at  a  very  heavy 
cost,  on  the  land  purchased  for  this  purpose 
prior  to  the  war,  on  the  other  side  of  Black- 
friars-bridge,  within  a  stone's  throw  of  their 
present  printing  works.  It  was  impossible  to 
count  on  this  building  for  at  least  another 
eighteen  months,  when  it  would  be  equipped 
with  the  most  modern  printing  machinery, 
for  the  purpose  of  producing  high  class  pub- 
lications. Further,  they  had  acquired  the 
leasehold  of  a  large  building,  with  almost 
immediate  possession,  for  the  growing  literary 
and  commercial  staffs,  quite  near  the  Fleet- 
way  House. 

It  was  proposed  and  carried  that  a  final 
dividend  for  the  year  of  5s.  per  share,  free  of 
income-tax,  be  declared  on  the  ordinary  shares 
of  the  company.

Messrs.  J.  C.  Lake  and  Co.,  paper  merchants, 
of  Little  Sutton-street,  E.C.,  gave  a  dinner 
and  concert  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on 
Saturday,  December  20th,  in  honour  of  those 
members  of  the  staff  who  enlisted  in  H.M. 
forces  during  the  war.  Mr.  James  C.  Lake 
presided,  supported  by  his  father  and  his  only 
surviving  sou,  Philip.  Forty  ladies  and 
gentlemen  sat  down  to  dinner,  the  only  guest, 
apart  from  the  staff,  being  Mr.  J.  Johnson,  of 
the  Master  Printers'  Association. 

An  extremely  enjoyable  and  happy  even- 
ing was  spent.  The  proceedings  commenced 
with  the  presentation  of  a  handsome  shower 
bouquet  of  roses  to  Mrs.  Lake  from  the  staff. 
After  justice  had  been  done  to  an  excellent 
repast  and  the  toast  of  "  The  King  "  had  been 
duly  honoured,  the  musical  programme  and 
speeches  became  the  order  of  the  evening, 

Mr.  Lake,  from  the  chair,  proposed  "  Our 
Heroes  from  His  Majesty's  Forces."  He  spoke 
of  the  early  days  of  the  war  and  the  call  for 
men.  Out  of  their  staff  of  one  hundred, 
twenty-six,  beingeligible,  responded  and  their 
names  are  duly  enshrined  on  the  Roll  of 
Honour.  Though  many  were  wounded,  some 
several  times,  all  managed  to  return,  except 
Mr.  Lake's  eldest  son  Harold,  an  officer  in  the 
R.A.F..  who,  after  3J  years' service,  was  killed 
whilst  flying.  Mr.  Budgen  was  awarded  the 
"Croix  *de  Guerre."  He  (Mr.  Lake)  felt 
strongly  the  call,  and  his  own  two  sons 
obeyed  the  demand.  As  the  men  went  away 
he  promised  them  their  positions  when  they 
returned  and  undertook  to  look  after  the 
families  of  Jhe  married  men,  making  up  full 
wages.  They  did  their  duty  ;  he  thanked  them 
for  it ;  and  that  evening's  pleasant  gathering 
showed  his  appreciation  of  what  they  had 
done.  They  had  seen  in  the  trenches  and  in 
the  various  theatres  of  war  the  happy  co- 
operation of  officer  and  ranker,  which  had 
such  good  effects,  and  which  should  not  end 
with  the  declaration  of  peace.  That  spirit 
should  be  carried  into  commercial  life.  (Hear, 
hear).  There  was  more  of  this  spirit  wanted 
in  business,  that  was  what  he  wished  for  and 
what  he  would  aim  at  in  his  own  works, 
and  it  would  also  be  the  best  for  the  country. 
He  hoped  the  happy  spirit  now  prevailing 
among  his  employees  would  long  continue. 
(Loud  cheers). 

Lieut.  S.  R.  Stannard,  in  reply,  thanked  Mr. 
Lake  for  his  kind  remarks  and  referred  to  the 
great  consideration  they  all  received  at  his 
hands.  Mr.  Lake  was  always  so  optimistic 
that  his  cheery  hopefulness  pervaded  every- 
thing, encouraging  them  at  all  times,  even  in 
the  darkest  hours,  and  while  they  were  away 
they  were  not  forgotten.  He  felt  honoured  in 
being  called  upon  to  respond  to  such  a  toast. 
None  of  them  ever  thought  they  would  be 
included  in  a  list  of  heroes;  really  they  did 
not  feel  a  bit  like  it.     What  they  had  seen  and 


done  in  the  past  five  years  was  just  an  episode. 
The  real  heroes  to  them  would  always  be 
their  "absent  friends."  One  pleasing  feature 
was  to  see  the  name  of  Mr.  Philip  Lake  in- 
cluded in  the  list  of  heroes.  He  enlisted  at 
the  age  of  17*  years.  (Applause).  It  was  fine 
to  feel  that  one's  future  governor  had  been 
"through  it,"  knew  wnat  it  was  to  "rough  it," 
and  studied  in  the  finest  school  in  the  world 
for  studying  men— the  British  army.  That 
knowledge  should  be  a  great  asset  to  him,  and 
also  a  benefit  to  those  who  may  have  the 
pleasure  of  working  for  him,  for  when  a 
governor  understood  men  they  could  rest 
assured  the  conditions  under  which  those  men 
would  work  would  be  ideal.  (Hear,  hear). 
He  concluded  by  thanking  Mr.  Lake  for  the 
splendid  way  in  which  they  had  been  enter- 
tained that  night,  and  expressed  gratitude  for 
what  Mr.  Lake  had  done  for  them  while  they 
were  away.  (Cheers).  They  knew  they  had 
an  employer  whose  thoughts  were  always 
with  them,  who  knew  that  in  the  past  condi- 
tions were  not  ideal,  but  in  the  future  those 
conditions  would  be  improved  if  it  lay  in  his 
power.     (Cheers). 

Mr.  A.  C.  Morris  proposed  "  The  Firm."  He 
recalled  the  early  days  of  the  war  when  for 
nine  months  business  was  practically  at  a 
standstill ;  but  in  those  dark  days  Mr.  Lake 
kept  them  all  on  the  pay-roll  and  promised 
all  who  joined  that  their  places  would  be 
kept  open.  With  regard  to  those  who  had  to 
leave  families  behind,  Mr.  Lake  felt  that  the 
separation  allowance  was  not  sufficient  to 
live  upon  and  so  he  generously  made  it  up 
to  the  amount  of  their  full  wages.  (Ap- 
plause.) Further  he  most  kindly  kept  in 
touch  with  them  throughout  the  war.  In  Mr. 
Lake  they  had  an  employer  who  studied  them 
in  every  way.  It  was  up  to  them  to  do  all 
they  could  for  him.  They  would  re-double 
their  efforts  in  the  future  and  ensure  the  pro- 
gress and  prosperity  of  the  firm  so  that  there 
would  be  a  still  larger  business  for  Mr.  Phil 
Lake  to  control  when  it  came  to  his  turn  to 
take  up  the  reins.    (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Phil  Lake,  in  a  charming  maiden 
speech,  thanked  the  speakers  for  the  various 
kind  remarks  made  about  himself.  He  had 
before  him  the  example  of  his  father,  whose 
whole  heart  and  soul  were  in  his  business, 
and  he  would  endeavour  to  tread  in  his  foot- 
steps. (Cheers.)  It  was  fine  to  see  his  grand- 
father still  working  with  them.  (Hear,  hear.) 
He  had  longed  for  the  day  when  he  could  see 
all  his  colleagues  back  again  and  that  day 
had  now  arrived.    (Cheers.) 

Mr.  James  C.  Lake  also  responded.  He 
could  say  in  truth  that  that  was  the  happiest 
day  in  his  career.  In  1914  the  outlook  was 
very  black,  and  in  March,  1915,  it  seemed  as 
though  the  worst  had  come.  Withal  he  never 
lost  heart  and  ultimately  an  improvement 
came.  It  all  turned  out  for  the  best.  They 
were  then  in  the  shadows,  now  they  had  the 
sunshine,  and  with  his  employees'  help  they 
would,  God  helping,  remain  in  the  sunshine. 
If  they  worked  together  with  the  same  happy 
spirit  that  existed  now  they  had  nothing  to 
fear.     Their  business   was   increasing.      The 
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wages  bill  now  was  four  times  that  of  a  year 
ago  and  he  looked  forward  to  a  great  future 
for  them  with  every  confidence.  The  speaker 
mentioned  that  as  his  office  staff  left  to  take 
their  places  in  the  ranks,  he  began  to  engage  . 
lady  clerks,  and  he  told  them  he  hoped  to  re- 
tain them  when  the  war  was  over.  This  he 
had  been  able  to  do,  and  he  had  also  re- 
placed all  his  men  in  their  old  positions.  He 
feared  nothing  with  his  excellent  staff  who 
had  stood  by  him,  and  there  was  a  glorious 
prospect  before  them.     (Loud  cheers.) 

Mr.  Ballard  proposed  the  "Old  Guard"— 
those  who,  by  reasons  of  age,  carried  on  while 
the  others  fought— coupling  the  toast  with 
the  name  of  Mr.  Lake,  sen.,  founder  of  the 
present  firm. 

Mr.  Lake,  sen.,  in  reply,  spoke  of  the  old 
days,  and  of  the  time  he  founded  the  present 
business  in  1885.  He  mentioned  with  pride 
the  fact  that  they  still  had  in  their  service 
three  employees  of  over  thirty  years'  stand- 
ing—Mr. Glover.  Mr.  Harvey,  and  Mr.  Cooper. 
(Cheers.)  He  was  gratified  to  see  that  the 
growth  of  their  trade  continued,  and  he  was 
thankful  to  be  permitted  to  see  the  day  when 
three  generations  of  the  family  were  in  the 
business.    (Loud  cheers.). 

Another  toast  was  in  honour  of  Mr.Budgen, 
who  had  seen  four  and  a  half  years'  service  in 
Egypt,  Gallipoli,  and  France,  and  for  gallant 
service  had  been  awarded  the  "Croix  de 
Guerre."  The  opportunity  was  taken  to  pre- 
sent him  with  a  walking  stick  and  umbrella, 
suitably  inscribed,  subscribed  for  by  the  staff 
as  a  token  of  respect. 

Mr.  Budgen  thanked  them  for  the  great 
honour  they  had  done  him,  and  remarked  that 
he  had  only  carried  on  as  all  the  others  had 
done,  and  they  no  doubt  were  as  worthy  of 
decoration  as  he. 

Mr.  Cooper,  general  manager,  responded  to 
the  toast  of  the  "  Home  Forces,"  and  testified 
to  the  happy  spirit  prevailing  throughout  the 
house. 

An  excellent  musical  programme  provided 
by  Miss  Annie  Rees,  Miss  Nellie  Walker,  Mr. 
George  Blackmore,  Mr.  Walter  Montague  and 
Mr.  Manaton  assisted  to  make  the  evening  a 
very  pleasant  one,  long  to  be  remembered. 

On  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lake  leaving  they  received 
an  ovation  of  long  and  continued  cheering, 
and  the  singing  of  "  He's  a  jolly  good  fellow." 

As  a  memorial,  Mr.  Lake  has  endowed  a 
scholarship  at  the  Isleworth  County  School, 
where  his  elder  son  was  educated,  for  the 
study  of  engineering,  aviation  or  analytical 
chemistry  of  the  value  of  £50  per  annum,  to 
be  held  by  the  successful  candidate  for  three 
years.

provide  an  opportunity  for  social  intercourse 
generally. 

Amidst  great  enthusiasm,  Mr.  Jordan 
handed  each  of  those  thus  welcomed  back  a 
silver  match  box,  the  gift  of  the  firm,  engraved 
with  the  recipient's  and  the  firm's  initials,  as 
a  souvenir  of  his  services  with  the  colours. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Crouch  (Chancery-lane) and  Mr.  A. 
Aves  (Bishop's-court)  havingspoken  in  acknow- 
ledgement on  behalf  of  those  receiving  the 
souvenirs,  the  company  settled  down  to  the 
enjoyment  of  a  capital  smoking  concert,  in 
which  the  efforts  of  the  staff  were  ably  rein- 
forced by  some  professional  assistance,  and 
the  happy  party  dispersed  at  about  1030. 

The  re-union  was  the  occasion  of  the  pro- 
duction of  a  programme  which  is  probably 
unique.  It  took  the  form  of  a  "Memorandum 
and  Articles  "  pamphlet,  being  a  parody  of 
one  of  those  legal  documents  the  printing  of 
which  is  Messrs.  Jordan's  speciality.  Plenty 
of  humour  was  forthcoming  from  the  setting 
out  in  the  quaint,  starchy,  legal  form  and 
terminology  customary  in  such  documents  of 
the  nature  and  objects  of  the  day's  merry- 
making "company."  Take,  for  instance,  the 
fifth  of  the  "  Articles,"  which  introduces  the 
dinner  menu  thus  :  "  In  accordance  with  Sub- 
Clause  (c)  of  Clause  3  of  the  Memorandum  of 
'  Association  '  a  Menu  for  the  Dinner  at  the 
'  Cabin  '  Restaurant  shall  be  pfovided  as  here- 
inafter set  forth." 


Mr.  Forrest  having  asked  the  First  Com-

Arrangements  for  Registration. 


The  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Sao 
Paulo  notifies  that  it  has  now  made  definite 
arrangements  with  an  eminent  lawyer  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  to  handle  and  execute  all  applica- 
tions for  the  registration  of  trade  marks.  The 
cost  of  such  registration  varies  between  £8 
and  £15,  the  average  being  approximately 
£10.  The  period  of  registration  is  for  15 
years.  A  special  register  is  kept  by  the  British 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Sao  Paulo  of  all 
trade  marks  registered  in  Brazil.  At  the  time 
of  inscribing  new  British  or  foreign  trade 
marks  in  this  book,  marks  already  registered 
are  carefully  inspected,  and  should  any  in- 
fringement be  noticed,  the  British  firm  thus 
affected  is  immediately  advised. 

In  a  recent  article  published  in  the  Monthly 
Report  of  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  Sao  Paulo,  stress  is  laid  on  the  importance 
of  registering  trade  marks  in  Brazil  in  order 
to  prevent  unfair  competition  and  infringe- 
ment. It  is  pointed  out  that  even  if  Brazil  is 
not  at  present  of  interest  as  a  possible  market 
it  does  not  follow  that  it  may  not  become  so 
in  the  future,  and  if  at  such  time  the  exporter 
finds  that  another  party  has  previously  regis- 
tered his  mark  no  redress  is  possible.  It  is 
only  by  prior  registration  that  the  goodwill 
and  use  of  the  trade  mark  may  be  reserved. 


The  Roumanian  Government  have  decided 
to  admit  books  of  all  kinds,  in  all  languages 
(whether  bound  or  not)  into  Roumania  free 
of  customs  duty.  Further,  the  recently  im- 
posed surtax  of  2  per  cent,  ad  valorem  is  not 
applicable  to  books. 

A  Dutch  Royal  Decree  of  October  27th 
temporarily  raises  the  prohibition  on  the  ex- 
portation from  the  Netherlands  of  silk  and 
artificial  silk.

The  stole  ot  Employment. 


The  official  figures  relating  to  the  balance 
between  employment  and  unemployment 
during  November  indicate  that  in  the  print- 
ing and  bookbinding  trades  generally,  the 
state  of  employment  showed  an  improvement 
on  the  previous  month,  but  it  was  not  so 
good  as  in  November  of  last  year. 

With  letterpress  printers  employment  was 
generally  good,  and  showed  an  improvement 
on  October,  especially  in  London,  where  the 
usual  amount  of  overtime  was  worked.  A 
little  overtime  was  also  worked  in  the  pro- 
vinces. In  the  lithographic  printing  trade 
employment  was  good, an  improvement  being 
reported  from  a  number  of  provincial 
centres  ;  overtime  was  occasionally  worked. 

Employment  in  the  bookbinding  trade  was 
good  on  the  whole,  and  showed  an  improve- 
ment on  the  last  few  months.  Some  overtime 
was  worked  in  London  and  in  several  pro- 
vincial towns. 

In  the  printing  trades  out  of  a  total  union 
membership  of  65,083,  10  per  cent,  were  un- 
employed at  the  end  of  November,  a  decrease 
of  05  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
month,  but  an  increase  of  08  per  cent,  as  com- 
pared with  November  of  last  year.  In  the 
bookbinding  trades,  out  of  a  total  union 
membership  of  12,263,  r'3  Per  cent,  were  un- 
employed at  the  end  of  November,  a  decrease 
of  07  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
month,  but  an  increase  of  vz  as  compared 
with  November  of  last  year. 


Wages— worked  out  on  the  very  incomplete 
returns  available  — ^how  an  average  increase 
for  November  of  64  per  cent,  over  the  pre- 
vious month,  and  of  64-8  per  cent,  over 
November  of  last  year.

Complimentary  Dinner   and  Presentation 
to  Mr.  W.  E.  Hebditch. 


There  was  an  exceedingly  pleasant  and 
sociable  gathering  at  theCafe  Monicoon  Mon- 
day night,  December  22nd,  when  Mr.  W.  E. 
Hebditch,  who  is  retiring  from  the  controller- 
ship  of  Messrs.  Eyre  and  Spottiswoode,  Ltd., 
the  King's  Printers,  was  entertained  to  dinner 
by  his  friends  in  the  printing  trade. 

Sir  G.  Rowland  Blades,  MP.,  presided  over 
the  function  in  his  usual  genial  manner,  and 
there  was  an  air  of  bonhomie  about  the 
assembly  which  was  a  tribute  at  once  to  the 
success  of  the  gathering  and  to  the  affection- 
ate esteem  in  which  Mr.  Hebditch  is  held 
throughout  the  trade.  The  arrangements  had 
been  ably  and  carefully  planned  by  the  fol- 
lowing committee  : — Messrs.  A.  F.  Blades 
(Blades,  East  and  Blades),  Mr.  Jas.  Thompson 
(Wrii.  Clowes  and  Son,  Ltd.),  Mr.  T.  Atkinson 
(Lanston  Monotype  Corporation),  Mr.  C.  W. 
Iveson  (Williams,  Lea  and  Co.),  who  acted  as 
hon.  secretary,  and  Mr.  Herbert  C.  Bolton 
(Lorilleux  and  Bolton),  who  was  the  hon. 
treasurer. 

Following  the  excellent  dinner,  the  com- 
pany settled  down  to  an  agreeable  pro- 
gramme of  music  and  toasts. 

After  the  loyal  toast  had  been  honoured, 
the  chairman  proposed  that  of  "  Our  Guest." 
He  thought  he  had  been  chosen  to  preside  at 
the  gathering  because  Mr.  Bolton  was  his 
\Y.  M.,  and  he  very  heartily  accepted  the 
honour.  The  chairman  recalled  that  73 years 
ago,  the  father  of  Mr.  Hebditch  came  up  from 
Somerset  to  try  his  fortune  with  the  great 
firm  of  Messrs.  Eyre  and  Spottiswoode,  which 
he  believed  was  founded  in  the  early  years  of 
1700.  Mr.  Hebditch,  senior,  prospered  with  the 
firm,  and  when  his  son  arrived  at  the  age  of 
1 1  years  he  was  given  the  position  of  assistant 
to  the  reader.  A  few  years  later,  at  the  age  of 
14,  he  was  apprenticed  in  the  composing-room 
and  from  that  period  their  guest  worked  his 
way  upward  until  he  eventually  became  con- 
troller of  the  big  business  of  Messrs.  Eyre  and 
Spottiswoode. 

Sir  Rowland  mentioned  the  sporting  and 
musical  instincts  of  Mr.  Hebditch,  which  he 
thought  had  assisted  him  in  the  great  success 
he  had  attained.  Quoting  from  the  circular 
which  had  been  sent  out  in  connection  with 
that  dinner,  the  chairman  stated  that  on 
December  31st  their  mutual  friend  would  have 
completed  upwards  of  56  years  with  His 
Majesty's  Printers,  and  on  that  day  he  would 
relinquish  his  appointment.  During  all  these 
years  he  had  acquired,  in  and  out  of  the 
printing  trade,  a  host  of  friends  who  had 
learned  to  honour  and  respect  him.     (Cheers). 

As  showing  the  diversity  of  Mr.  Hebditch's 
work,  the  chairman  mentioned  that  he  had 
had  control  of  the  printing  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  bibles  and  prayer  books,  and  at 
the  same  time  he  had  control  of  papers  such  as 


the  Taller  and  the  more  recent  Eve.  He  had 
had  to  look  after  the  printing  of  Acts  of  Par- 
liament and  Board  of  Trade  returns  and, 
during  the  war,  secret  and  important  work 
for  the  Admiralty.  He  had,  in  fact,  done  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work.  Mr.  Hebditch's 
delightful  personality,  his  true  kindness  and 
his  great  ability,  marked  him  as  a  true 
English  gentleman      (Loud  cheers). 

The  chairman  then  presented  to  Mr.  Heb- 
ditch a  gold  albert  and  match  box,  together 
with  an  album  containing  the  signatures  of 
the  subscribers.  The  match  box  bore  the  fol- 
lowing inscription,  "Presented  to  Mr.  William 
E.  Hebditch  by  some  friends  on  his  retire- 
ment from  business.  December  22nd,  1919." 
There  was  also  a  gold  bracelet  for  Mrs.  Heb- 
ditch. In  making  the  presentation,  the  chair- 
man wished  their  friend  many  years  of  health 
and  happiness  with  Mrs.  Hebditch  and  his 
family. 

Twenty  Years  as  Controller. 

On  Mr.  Hebditch  rising  to  acknowledge  the 
gifts,  he  was  received  with  cheers  and  musical 
honours  and  a  special  cheer  for  Mrs.  Hebditch. 
Addressing  the  gathering  as  "highly  valued 
brethren,  boon  companions  and  triends,"  he 
said  he  could  not  refer  to  them  that  night  as 
gentlemen  (loud  laughter),  because  it  was  too 
commonplace  a  description  on  such  an  occa- 
sion. It  was  difficult  for  him  to  express  his 
feelings,  because  the  spontaneity  of  the  whole 
thing  touched  him  very  deeply.  Incidentally 
he  mentioned  that  he  had  held  the  position  of 
controller  for  20  years,  and  he  went  on  to  in- 
dicate the  very  important  secret  work  which 
his  firm  had  to  do  during  the  war  for  the  Ad- 
miralty. Their  difficulties  were  increased  by 
the  number  of  men  who  joined  the  forces.  Mr. 
Hebditch  spoke  of  letters  he  had  received  from 
admirals  such  as  "  Jackie  "  Fisher  and  Lord 
Charles  Beresford.  He  also  treasured  a  letter 
from  King  George  when  he,  as  Prince  of  Wales, 
and  the  Queen  as  the  Princess  of  Wales, 
visited  the  works.  With  regard  to  his  retire- 
ment, Mr.  Hebditch  expressed  the  view  that 
it  was  not  fair  to  the  rising  generation  for  a 
man  to  stick  to  his  job  until  he  dropped,  and 
he  felt  now  that  the  firm  of  Messrs  Eyre  and 
Spottiswoode  was  so  well  manned  in  every 
department,  that  the  ship  could  proceed  on  its 
journey  without  the  old  man  at  the  wheel. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Hebditch  expressed  his 
pride  in  the  many  friends  he  had  made,  and 
acknowledged  the  kindness  which  had  been 
shown  towards  his  wife.  He  wished  to  thank 
all  his  friends  for  the  great  honour  they  had 
conferred  upon  him,  making  that  evening  an 
epoch  in  his  life.     (Cheers.) 

Although  this  was  the  end  of  the  official 
toast  list,  the  chairman  introduced  one  on  his 
own  account,  and  thanked  Mr.  Bolton,  Mr. 
Iveson  and  the  committee  for  the  excellent 
arrangements  they  had  made.  He  described 
Mr.  Bolton  as  a  man  of  very  great  energy  and 
an  excellent  example  of  an  English  business 
man,  and  recalled  that,  through  his  guidance, 
printers  in  this  country  had  sent  £"2,000  to  the 
distressed  printers  of  France. 

Mr.  Bolton  was  very  cordially  received  on 
rising  to  respond  to  the  toast  on  behalf  of  the 
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committee.  He  mentioned  that  he  had  had 
three  labours  of  love  recent  1}-,  and  that  was 
not  the  least  of  them.  The  other  members  of 
the  committee  had  worked  as  hard  as  he  had 
in  connection  with  that  dinner,  and  their 
reward  was  the  success  which  had  attended  it. 
Mr.  James  Thompson  submitted  the  toast  of 
"The  Chairman,"  and  said,  next  to  the  great 
pleasure  of  having  Mr.  Hebditch  with  them 
that  night  was  the  pleasure  they  experienced 
in  sitting  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  G.  Row- 
land Blades.  (Applause.)  The  chairman  re- 
presented the  house  of  Blades,  which  was  one 
of  the  most  famous  printing  establishments 
in  the  most  wonderful  city  in  the  world. 
(Hear,  hear.)  Sir  Rowland  came  there  that 
night  out  of  pure  goodwill,  being  eager  to 
testify  to  the  merits  of  a  man  who  had  given 
a  life  service  to  an  eminent  firm.  The  speaker 
referred  to  the  splendid  public  work  of  the 
chairman  and  to  the  respect  and  honour 
which  were  entertained  for  him  throughout 
London.  As  time  went  on  Sir  Rowland  would 
find  no  more  sincere  friendship,  no  more 
sincere  goodwill,  no  keener  desire  for  his 
greater  prosperity  in  life  than  those  which 
emanated  from  the  gentlemen  who  sat  round 
that  board.     (Loud  cheers.) 

Government  Competition. 

The  Chairman  acknowledged  the  eloquent 
tribute  of  Mr.  Thompson,  and  mentioned  that 
it  had  been  stated  when  he  attended  a  recent 
luncheon  of  the  Master  Printers'  Association, 
that  he  was  the  only  representative  of  printers 
in  the  House  of  Commons  He  described  this 
as  a  great  responsibility,  and  added  that  he 
felt  the  responsibility  all  the  more  when  he 
heard  of  a  certain  important  contract  having 
been  taken  over  by  the  Government  with  a 
view  to  having  it  done  in  Government  offices. 
He  wanted  them  to  realise  that  master 
printers  must  be  united  in  seeing  that  this 
possible  curse  of  nationalisation  did  not 
eventuate.  If  they  were  to  have  it  in  any 
other  trade,  then  why  not  in  printing,  and 
they  had  to  keep  that  in  view.  Although  the 
Government  might  have  their  difficulties  and 
their  reasons  for  the  action  they  proposed, 
although  he  could  not  accept  them  without 
investigation,  still  personally  he  felt,  as  the 
only  master  printer  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
that  it  was  his  duty  to  stick  to  the  printers, 
and  see  that  they  had  justice  done  to  them. 
(Loud  applause.)  If  he  was  to  do  anything 
in  the  direction  indicated,  he  must  have  the 
support  of  the  printing  trade,  and  they  must 
tell  him  their  difficulties,  so  that  if  anything 
transpired  they  could  go  to  the  Government 
and  point  out  any  misunderstanding  or  any 
mistake.  If  they  were  going  to  have  nation- 
alisation in  printing,  then  they  would  do 
away  with  all  the  personality  in  the  printing 
trade,  and  under  the  Government  it  would 
become  expensive,  less  efficient,  and  unsatis- 
factory.    (Applause.)

Those  interested  in  the  reform  of  our  pre- 
sent chaotic  systems  of  notation  in  weights 
and  measures,  coinage,  etc.,  are  probably 
aware  of  the  octaval  system  as  a  rival  of  the 
decimal  system  for  consideration  as  a  basis 
for  revision  The  strong  points  in  favour  of 
the  octaval  system  were  recently  well  mar- 
shalled by  Mr.  Alfred  Watkins,  F.R.P.S.,  in 
his  booklet,  "Must  we  Trade  in  Tenths?' 
published  by  the  Watkins  Meter  Co.,  Here- 
ford. The  strongest  arguments  on  behalf  of 
the  octaval  system  are  that  the  binary  method 
of  dividing  quantities  seems  to  be  the  most 
natural,  and  that  it  is,  moreover,  very  widely 
emploved  in  practice,  even  in  cases  where  the 
decimal  or  some  other  svstem  is  nominally 
adopted.  How,  asks  Mr  Watkins.  are  you  to 
fold  up  a  sheet  of  paper  into  tenths?  That 
cannot  readily  be  done,  whereas  to  fold  into 
octaval  divisions  is  easy  ;  and  this  is  doubt- 
less the  reason  why  the  printer  folds  his  sheets 
on  an  octaval  basis— into  quarto,  octavo,  and 
so  on.  down  to  sextodecimo. 

Mr.  Watkins  has  now  produced  a  steel  4- 
inch  rule  in  accordance  with  the  octaval 
system.  The  inch  is  divided  into  eight  parts, 
and  each  eighth  is  sub  divided  into  four  parts. 
It  is  suggested  that  the  use  of  the  expressions 
"  eighths,"  "  thirty-seconds,"  etc.,  should  be 
dropped,  and  octaval  notation  be  adopted 
instead.  A  turned  degree  sign  (0),  termed  the 
'  pip,"  is  used  in  the  same  way  as  the  "  point  " 
in  decimals,  1  e.,  to  indicate  the  number  of 
places  to  which  the  fraction  extends- the 
places  from  left  to  right  representing  eighths, 
sixty-fourths,  and  so  on.  Accordingly,  we 
should  write,  instead  of  i|  inch,  i0i  ("  one,  pip>

one")  inch;  and  instead  of  i,V  inch,  i0o6 
("  one,  pip,  nought,  six  ")  inch.  This  seemsat 
first  rather  complicated  and  bewildering,  but 
the  fact  is  the  system  is  much  simpler  in  use 
than  vulgar  fractions,  and  there  is  a  very 
marked  gain  in  simplicity  when  the  octayal 
notation  is  applied  in  arithmetical  calcula- 
tions. The  steel  rule  referred  to  is  issued  by 
the  Watkins  Meter  Co.,  Imperial  Mills,  Here- 
ford, at  the  price  of  2s.,  there  being  supplied 
witli  it  a  card  showing  octaval  equivalents  of 
eighths,  sixteenths,  thirty-seconds,  and  sixty- 
fourths,  and  giving  examples  of  arithmetical 
applications  of  the  octaval  system.
